JVEMSA also of-

Fewer people 
experience dangerous 
water and food-borne 
diseases due to clean 
water, sanitary codes, 
and restaurant poli- 
cies, education, and 
inspections. And, due 
to improved screen- 
ing and tobacco con- 
trol, we have 
experienced a de- 
crease in illnesses 
and deaths related to 
chronic disease. 

Not only are these

important services 
saving lives, but they 
are also saving 
money. For example, 
according to a return- 
on-investment analy- 
sis by the Michigan 
Association for Local 
Public Health, each 
dollar invested in 
childhood immuniza- 
tion results in a sav- 
ings of $22, and for 
every $1 invested in 
vision screening, $162 
is saved! 
Unfortunately, 
these critical health 
benefits enjoyed by 
the citizens of the 
United States, north- 
ern Michigan and our 
local counties are at 
risk of falling victim 
to political agendas at 
all levels of govern- 
ment that don’t prior- 
itize public health. 
The public should be 
deeply concerned 
about the impact of 
political manipula- 
tion aimed at limiting 
these functions. 
Many citizens don’t 
realize the impor- 
tance of the role of 
local government in 
assuring public 
health services are 
available and func- 
tioning. Every county

in Michigan is re- 
quired to have a 
health department 
and these counties 
are also required to 
contribute to funding 
public health serv- 
ices. In rural areas, it 
is common to forma 
partnership between 
counties to assure 
economic efficiencies 
and equity in the 
quality of services 
through a district 
health department 
like many of our 
health departments 
in northern Michi- 
gan. 

Local health de- 
partments are gov- 
erned by County 
Commissioners who 
have an important re- 
sponsibility in ensur- 
ing the health of their 
community. Our 
local County Com- 
missioners are obli- 
gated - by law and by 
oath - to assure the 
public’s health is pro- 
tected. 

We must pay atten- 
tion to all levels of 
government and the 
impact our elected of- 
ficials have over our 
health, safety and 
welfare. We each have 
the power to ensure 
our freedom: at the 
polls when we elect 
those who represent 
us and listen to our 
needs or by stepping 
into the arena our- 
selves.

BOYNE CITY COMMISSION FEBRUARY 8 MEETING 


Marina project raises 
questions at city meeting

Boyne City - For the first 
three hours of the Boyne 
City Commission February 8 
meeting audience members 
and commissioners alike ex- 
pressed outrage and re- 
quested explanations for a 
corrected mistake in the ap- 
plication submitted for the 
marina expansion and dis- 
cussed the prospect of put- 
ting the marina expansion 
issue to a vote of the people. 

During her update on the 
proposed marina improve- 
ment and expansion project, 
Harbor Master Barb Brooks 
explained that on January 12 
an error in the Economic De- 
velopment Administration 
Grant application was found. 
The main error was the pres- 
ence of the mooring fields 
which were not supposed to 
be included in the project. A 
few other minor modifica- 
tions, some points of clarifi- 
cation and additional 
information requested by the 
EDA representative were 
also included in a revised 
and corrected version of the 
grant application which was 
resubmitted on January 19. 
“Tt was an oversight, it was a 
big one and I’ll be the first to 
admit it. It was a very, very 
complicated application. Not 
an excuse, it was a mistake.... 
it was truly a mistake. I was 
not trying to sneak some- 
thing and it’s unfortunate 
that people would feel that 
city staff would do that on 
purpose,” she said. 

Two members of the audi- 
ence indicated skepticism 
about how the mooring field 
was left in the project de- 
scription and stated that 
even they could spot many 
errors on a Single reading of 
the 702 page grant applica- 
tion. “That’s inexcusable, 
that’s a hot mess,” said resi- 
dent Bonnie Johnson. “You 
should be embarrassed by 
that.” With another resident 
stating that the application 
was “misleading.” Mayor 
Conklin interjected at the 
end of public comment, “I 


can’t believe that we are talk- 
ing to one another the way 
we are talking to one an- 
other, it’s very disrespect- 
ful.” 

Brooks stated in her report 
that the general direction for 
the marina over the years 
was an ultimate goal of 
restoration and expansion, 
the marina has run in the 
black for the last 15 years, it 
has an $180,000 fund balance 
and she included that the 
city’s financial consultant 
feels comfortable that under 
normal circumstances the 
city should be able to pay 
back the 1.7 million dollar 
bond the city will need to 
match the grant. 

City Attorney James Mur- 
ray was present by request of 
the Commissioners to an- 
swer the question of placing 
the marina expansion project 
on a ballot, something that 
has been brought up at mul- 
tiple meetings. “A question 
like this cannot (be placed on 
a ballot), this is the type of 
decision that is square one at 
your discretion,” he said. 
“People vote for or against a 
law, it’s not an ordinance, it’s 
not a re-ordinance, it’s nota 
law. You can’t do it,” he said. 
“You are not doing things 
that Michigan law says go on 
ballots. It would be like citi- 
zens having a vote to say 
‘paint this black,’” he said. 
“It can’t, plain and simple... 
it’s just the way it is.” 

Commissioner Tim Neme- 
cek then asked if the bond 
could go on the ballot. “In an 
effort to ask the right ques- 
tion,” he said. Murray re- 
sponded that there is a 
“formula.” “If the bonding 
requires an ordinance, it’s 
subject to referendum. But it 
cannot go to referendum 
until you adopt an ordinance 
and you are not at that point 
yet, you are still deciding 
whether to go forward. The 
day you approve an ordi- 
nance if the bond requires an 
ordinance, when you adopt 
the ordinance, it’s subject to 
referendum,” he explained. 

The city attorney was

county have committed to 
half of the remaining $10,000 
needed for the nine day proj- 
ect.

“The biggest thing that will 
come out of this is a plan to 
move forward,” she said.

I 
don’t see where we can’t 
come up with the matching 
funds that Lori’s requesting,” 
said Commissioner Chris 
Christensen. 

One hundred and sixty-five 
mailboxes were either not 
functioning or functioning 
sporadically for nearly two 
weeks due to a server crash 
earlier this month. The 
county hosted server is 
housed in the State Street 
building and has been run by 
county IT since 2012. Brian 


Kelly, county IT & GIS Direc- 
tor, informed the Commis- 
sioners that a growing usage 
and needed cyber security 
are reasons to upgrade the 
current database that had to 
be “essentially rebuilt.” Com- 
missioners approved the pur- 
chase of yearly software 
licensing for Microsoft 
hosted email service at the 
approximate cost of $30,000. 
Subtracting current expenses 
the switch to an exterior host 
adds only $8,000 to the system 
costs. “So for approximately 
$7,500-$8,000 a year we’re get- 
ting a better product,” Kelly 
explained. The county run 
server will be used as an ad- 
ditional back up. “We will 
continue to patch it and 
maintain it, redundancy is 
part of what we’re paying 
for,” he said. 


Leadership Charlevoix County gets approval for Mental Health Project

lic Relations Committee Chair Savan- 
nah Bergmann addressed _ the 
Charlevoix County Commissioners and 
received approval for the class’ com- 
munity project at the February 8 Com- 
mission meeting.

Charlevoix - Leadership 
Charlevoix County class of 
2022 has received approval 
from the Charlevoix County 
Commissioners to proceed 
with their class project, a 
Wellness Garden constructed 
at the new county building, 
the Shirley Roloff Center, on 
Division Street and intends 
to launch a mental health 
awareness campaign. 

The prevalence of mental 
health issues is at the core of 
LCC class of 2022’s motiva- 
tion. In a presentation to the 
County Commissioners Sa- 
vannah Bergmann, class 
spokesperson and Chair of 
their Public Relations Com- 
mittee, distributed literature 


that stated that their project 
is needed because mental 
health issues can affect the 
physical health of individu- 
als and create stress within 
families, disrupt community 
cohesion and present extra 
burdens on law enforcement 
and illustrated the increase 
of these issues during the 
pandemic, reflected in sui- 
cide rates among other 
things. “We're all very pas- 
sionate about mental health 
awareness and doing what- 
ever we can to help,” she 
said. 

The intent of the project is 
to bring more attention to the 
issue in order to reduce the 
mental health stigma and fos- 
ter open dialogue and sup- 


port within the community. 
The garden is intended to be 
a public space for relaxation, 
meditation and personal re- 
flection that also includes a 
kiosk with helpful informa- 
tion and messaging. The stu- 
dents have been working 
with the Charlevoix County 
Commission on Aging, who 
will eventually take over 
maintenance of the 13 x 13 
foot garden. “We really 
worked to create a plan the 
required the least amount of 
maintenance possible,” said 
Bergmann. 

The class hopes to have the 
garden open to the public 
and campaign active by May, 
which is Mental Health 
Awareness Month.

The grant funding for 
“Great Start Collaborative

Several materials that 
Napont has designed for the 
local initiatives have been 
approved by the national or- 
ganization that oversees the 
Talking is Teaching pro- 
gram, Too Small to Fail. 
Other communities are able 
to utilize her attractively de- 
signed materials to support 
their own Talking is Teach- 
ing programs - which is 
priceless to those organiza- 
tions without a graphic de- 
signer on staff. “It feels great 
to know that what we are 
doing locally is making a dif- 
ference around the state and 
nation, too,” Napont added. 

Jill Haan, Director of 
Early Childhood for Char- 
Em ISD and supervisor of 
the collaborative, said she 
was grateful the Frey Foun- 
dation took the time to learn 
about the needs in the com- 
munity and the potential for 
growth with these innovative 
programs. 

“We are very appreciative 
of the foundation connecting 
with our collaborative and 
participating in meetings to 
really understand our work 
and the need,” said Haan.

“We plan to continue the 
Talking is Teaching cam- 
paign in many different 
places. The goal is to have it 
show up where families are 
meeting and make it an 
everyday part of their life,” 
said Cool. “It works because 
it’s really that simple: Talk- 
ing, reading, and singing 
with your children.” 

This year marks the 10th 
anniversary of the FreeCycle 
book program, and Napont 
said the public should be on 
the lookout for some re- 
freshed materials and drop 
sites to celebrate the mile- 
stone. “We will be rolling out 
some new collection bins and 
we are going to be focusing 
on the sustainability of that 
program, updating materials 
and so forth,” she said. 

All of the projects dovetail 
into the GSC’s mission, 
which is to engage multi-dis- 
ciplinary partners and fami- 
lies to identify, plan, and 
implement system change to 


strengthen families and im- 
prove child outcomes, nur- 
turing and supporting every 
child in the region to achieve 
their maximum potential. 

“T’m new to this role and 
what excites me most as we 
look ahead is continuing to 
meet families where they 
are, supporting them from 
the very start,” said Cool. 
“We can connect them with 
resources and tools to guide 
them and help them along 
the way. We are in this to- 
gether, and we are so grate- 
ful for the Frey Foundation’s 
support in these efforts.” 

Haan said the work of 
prior director Maureen Hol- 
locker, who was at the helm 
of the GSC for 10 years until 
leaving for a national posi- 
tion in December 2021, set a 
strong foundation for Cool, 
Napont, and the Parent 
Coalition to build upon in 
the years to come. 

“Our collaborative has 
grown to be a key organiza- 
tion for bringing early child- 
hood stakeholders together 
to plan and implement sys- 
tem change to strengthen 
families and improve child 
outcomes,” Haan said. “With 
support like this from the 
Frey Foundation, we expect 
to be able to not just main- 
tain current initiatives, but 
also to expand strategically.”

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Boosted Americans 


Americans who have re- 
ceived a COVID-19 booster 
shot are 97 times less likely 
to die from the coronavirus 
than those who aren’t vacci- 
nated, according to a new 
update from the CDC. 

In addition, fully vacci- 
nated Americans — meaning 
those with up to two doses, 
but no booster -- are 14 times 
less likely to die from 
COVID-19 than unvaccinated 
people. 

“These data confirm that 
vaccination and boosting 
continues to protect against 
severe illness and hospital- 


ization, even during the 
Omicron surge,” Rochelle 
Walensky, MD, director of 
the CDC, said during a brief- 
ing by the White House 
COVID-19 Response Team. 
“If you are not up to date 
on your COVID-19 vaccina- 
tions, you have not opti- 
mized your protection 
against severe disease and 
death, and you should get 
vaccinated and boosted if 
you are eligible,” she said. 
Walensky presented the 
latest numbers on Wednes- 
day based on reports from 25 
jurisdictions in early De-

cember. The number of av- 
erage weekly deaths for 
those who were unvacci- 
nated was 9.7 per 100,000 
people, as compared with .7 
of those who were vacci- 
nated and .1 of those who 
had received a booster. 

“The data are really stun- 
ningly obvious why a 
booster is really very impor- 
tant,” Anthony Fauci, MD, 
director of the National In- 
stitute of Allergy and Infec- 
tious Diseases, said during 
the briefing. 

Fauci also encouraged 
vaccination for those who 


are pregnant and couples 
who may want to conceive in 
the near feature. He high- 
lighted two recent studies 
that found vaccination in ei- 
ther partner didn’t affect fer- 
tility, including in vitro 
fertilization. 

Meanwhile, fertility fell 
temporarily among men 
who were infected with the 
coronavirus. Couples were 
18% less likely to conceive if 
the male partner had con- 
tracted the coronavirus 
within 60 days before a men- 
strual cycle. 

“New data adds to previ- 


ous studies that indicate 
that COVID-19 vaccination 
does not negatively impact 
fertility,” Fauci said. “Vacci- 
nation is recommended for 
people who are trying to get 
pregnant now or might be- 
come pregnant in the future, 
as well as their partners.” 

About 80% of eligible 
Americans have received at 
least one vaccine dose, and 
68% are fully vaccinated, ac- 
cording to the latest CDC 
data. About 51% of those 
who are eligible for a 
booster dose have received 
one. 
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97 Times Less Likely to Die of COVID-19 


The FDA could authorize 
the Pfizer vaccine for chil- 
dren under age 5 later this 
month. When that happens, 
about 18 million children 
will qualify for a shot, Jeff 
Zients, coordinator of the 
White House COVID-19 Re- 
sponse Team, said during 
the briefing. The Biden ad- 
ministration is already 
working on distribution 
plans for the shot for young 
kids, he added. 

“We'll be ready to start 
getting shots in arms soon 
after FDA and CDC make 
their decisions,” he said.

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Health Department to lift K-12 mask mandate 
effective 11:59 p.m. February 17 


Due to improving condi- 
tions surrounding the 
COVID-19 pandemic, the 
Health Department of 
Northwest Michigan is an- 
nouncing that the First 
Amended Order which re- 
quires masks to be worn in 


school settings will be lifted 


in one week, with recission 
effective at 11:59 p.m., 


Thursday, February 17, 2022. 

Although the lifting of the 
mandate does not take effect 
for one week, the announce- 


ment was made by Health 
Officer Lisa Peacock and 
Medical Director Dr. Josh 


Meyerson on February 10 to 
give school leaders advance 


notice prior to lifting the 
public health order so they 
had time to notify their 


school boards, prepare staff, 


make necessary policy 


changes, and notify families 
and their communities. This 


notice was expressed as 
preferable by many of the 
school superintendents 
across the jurisdiction 
throughout weekly discus- 
sions with the school lead- 
ers. 


“The purpose of the First 
Amended Order was to pro- 
tect students, school staff, as 


well as the community and 


was originally issued on Au- 


gust 27, 2021, and amended 
on November 9, 2021,” Pea- 
cock said. “It was based on 
overwhelming medical evi- 


dence and support as well as 


then current and ongoing 
COVID-19 epidemic condi- 


tions including rapid growth 


of case and positivity rates, 


rising and ongoing strain on 


healthcare capacity, anda 


student population that was 


largely unvaccinated with 
no opportunity for vaccina-

tion of the youngest school- 
age children who weren’t 
yet eligible,” she said. 

Ongoing review of local, 
regional, and state data has 
revealed the following infor- 
mation which supports the 
decision to rescind the 
emergency order: 

¢ Ongoing weekly moni- 
toring of pandemic risk in- 
dicators demonstrating 
weekly cases per 100,000 
have decreased by 67% 
statewide over the past 
three weeks and decreased 
by 56% in the Traverse City 
Michigan Economic Recov- 
ery (MERC) region. 

¢ While an increase in hos- 
pitalizations has typically 
followed a similar pattern as 
cases in previous surges, 
hospitalizations did rise but 
not as sharply as cases in 
the recent COVID-19 Omi- 
cron variant surge. Model- 
ing projections estimate that 
an increase in deaths will 
also follow but are also not 
expected to rise as sharply 
as previous surges and it is 
predicted that this will con- 
tinue to become evident 
over the next 1-2 weeks. 

¢ Parents have had ample 
opportunity to get their eli- 
gible school-age children 
vaccinated and there contin- 
ues to be available appoint- 
ments in all counties for 
COVID-19 first doses, second 
doses, or booster vaccina- 
tions. In the Health Depart- 
ment of Northwest 
Michigan jurisdiction, 23% 
of 5-11-year-olds and 46% of 
those 12-15 have received at 
least one vaccination. 

¢ Regular discussions with 
hospital partners reveal that 
several elements of health- 
care capacity are in the

early stages of improving, 
including staffing shortages 
and absences, general and 
ICU capacity, and the vol- 
ume of COVID inpatients. 

¢ We now have access to 
additional tools and strate- 
gies for mitigating risk of 
COVID-19 including wide- 
spread vaccination opportu- 
nities, increasing 
availability of testing both 
at home and at community 
sites, broad access to effec- 
tive masks and public health 
information for the general 
public. The health depart- 
ment continues to prioritize 
equitable access to these 
protective resources. 

In general, due to the 
changing conditions of the 
pandemic, the public health 
response across local, state, 
and national agencies is 
shifting its focus from man- 
dates and restrictions to in- 
dividual personal protection 
responsibilities. One exam- 
ple of this is the recent tran- 
sition away from universal 
case investigation and con- 
tact tracing which opens re- 
sources for more effective 
targeted strategies in high- 
risk settings and outbreak 
situations. 

“As we have discussed in 
the past, a public health 
emergency order is only a 
temporary strategy, only ex- 
ercised when other methods 
of protecting the public’s 
health haven’t been possible 
or effective,” Peacock noted. 

Dr. Meyerson emphasized 
that the lifting of the order 
is not intended to indicate 
that masking is no longer 
important. 

“Masking indoors and in 
crowded settings continues 
to be recommended by 


major health authorities 
and schools are urged to 
maintain masking policies 
especially when transmis- 
sion levels remain high,” Dr. 
Meyerson said. “The CDC 
offers key messages on 
properly wearing and choos- 
ing an appropriate mask. 
Masking on buses and other 
forms of public transporta- 
tion continues to be a fed- 
eral requirement,” he 
added. 

The health department 
continues to provide easy 
and free access to the 
COVID-19 vaccine in all its 
counties. Appointments and 
walk-in clinics are available 
via this link. In addition, 
while supplies last, the 
health department is dis- 
tributing free KN95 masks 
and home tests at all office 
locations in Antrim, 
Charlevoix, Emmet, and Ot- 
sego counties. 

Individuals are encour- 
aged to get tested if they 
show any symptoms of 
COVID-19 and to isolate 
while they are ill or if they 
test positive. Free and easily 
accessible testing sites are 
located throughout the 
health department jurisdic- 
tion. 

In addition, health depart- 
ment professionals are 
available to help school fam- 
ilies and any other commu- 
nity members navigate any 
questions they may have 
about COVID-19 symptoms, 
vaccinations, or what to do 
if they are exposed to the 
coronavirus and need to iso- 
late or quarantine.

Do not purchase an over- 
landscaped property, either. 
You would normally pay a 
premium for that, which you 
may not be able to recover 
when you sell. You will get 
your best value if the house 
is moderately landscaped or 
under-landscaped for the 
area. You can always improve 
the landscaping during your 
ownership by improving the 
grass and adding bushes and 
trees. Just do not spend too 
much. 


HOUSE SIZE 


In each residential neigh- 
borhood, houses will vary in 
size and rooms, but they 
should not be too different. If 
resale value is an important 
consideration, you should not 
buy the largest model in the 
neighborhood. When deter- 
mining market value, the 
homes nearest to yours are 
most important. If most of 
the nearby houses are 
smaller than your house, 
they can act as a drag on ap- 
preciation. 

On the other hand, if you 
buy a small or medium house 
for the neighborhood, the 
larger homes can help pull 
up your value. This is one of 
those times where determin- 
ing your "wants" versus your 
"needs" can be extremely im- 
portant. Buying what you 
need in a more prestigious 
neighborhood may provide 
more financial reward than 
getting what you want ina 
less desirable neighborhood.

“Properly and con- 
sistently wearing a 
mask in public in- 
door locations pro- 
tects those around 
you and the individ- 
ual wearing the 
mask,” said Dr.

A recent study 
published by the Cen- 
ters for Disease Con- 
trol and Prevention 
(CDC) in the Morbid- 
ity and Mortality 
Weekly Report found 
that consistent use of 
a face mask or respi- 
rator in indoor public 
settings reduces the 
odds of testing posi- 
tive for COVID-19. 
For example, wearing 
a cloth mask reduces 
one’s risk 56% over 
wearing no mask. A 
graphic visualization 
shows wearing a sur- 
gical mask reduces 
that risk by 66% and 
wearing a respirator- 
type mask 
(N95/KN95) reduces 
one’s risk by 83%.
